IKDIAMS DI WISCONSIN. 
General James S. Brisbin, 
of the 
United States army, has been collecting 
statistics of the Indian population of the 
United States for the forthcoming census 
report, aud gives many interesting aud 
valuable facts regarding the 
various 
tribes. The whole number of Indians in 
this country, not including those in Alas­ 
ka, is set down at 252,897, and of this 
number 188,016 wear citizen's dress and 
are civilized 
and semi-civilized. 
In 
Wisconsin there 
are 
7,649 Indians, 
and all 
bat 500 wear citizen's dress, 
and 2,784 are 
engaged 
in 
civil 
pursuits, and 1,508 arc fanners, and to a 
certain extent are prosperous. The divi­ 
sion of the Indians in this State into 
tribes, is given as follows:

There are two Indian boarding schools 
and nine day schools in Wisconsin. The 
government of the United States expends 
80,242 annually on these schools, and the 
religious societies cost $1,288 more per 
annum. Of the total number of Indians 
in Wisconsin, 1,207 can read, 107 having 
learned within the past year. Among 
the tribes in this State, 18-3 deaths have 
occurred within the past year, and 161 
children were born. These tribes have 
845,495 acres of land iu their reserves, 
and of this quantity, 8,645 acres are un­ 
der 
cultivation. In 1880 they raised 
7, G05 bushels of wheat, 25,950 bushels of 
corn, and 31,020 bushels of barley. They 
own 513 horses and 1,000 cattle. 
Geuer.il Brisbin says the most civil­ 
ized Indians in the United States are the 
live tribes in the Indian Terril*try: The 
Cherokees, having 
a 
population of 
29,008; 
the Choctaws 
16,000; 
the 
Creeks, 
14,500; 
the 
Chickasaws, 
7,000; the Seminoles, 2,5OO, making a 
total of 60,500 of the most civilized. All 
of these tribes wear citizen’s dress, and 
33,650 can read, aud 2,050 learned to read 
during the past year. 
Among these 
tribes are 16,200 houses, anti the Indians 
have built 2,700 new ones during the 
past year. They have 12 boarding and 
183 day schools. Six thousand and two 
hundred and fifty scholars attended these 
schools hist year. 


The appropriation bills for the charita­ 
ble institutions of tile State, have passed 
both houses of the Legislature. The 
amounts appropriated are very much be­ 
low the amounts asked for. The State 
Journal seem i to tliinK th i next Legisla­ 
ture will be called on to make up a de­ 
ficiency. That may be, but the institu­ 
tions, especially the hospitals, should try 
to use a little common sense economy, 
and if that is done, there i* little danger 
of a deficiency next year. It i.; worth 
while to mike the attempt to reduce the 
expenses.

The life and death of 
Lady Blanche Murphy are exceedingly 
touching. lier saerili re or fortune, po­ 
sition, aud a peerage home that she might 
be an indepon ieut woman, aud the wife 
of the luau she loved, is far in ore inter­ 
esting and significant than the brightest 
romance of tile day. There is a touch of 
sadness about lier life iu America, aud 
her early death, that is almost impossible 
to desertic.

WHO SHALL BE PRESIDENT ? 
There is a queer condition of things 
existing at Washington in regard to some 
of the appointments recently made by 
President Garfield; and for a few days 
past there have been rumors of a regular 
break-up in the cabinet if the President 
did not withdraw some of the nomina­ 
tions which were exceedingly objection­ 
able to Mr Conklingan Attorney-General 
MacYeagh. There is one man in tho Uni­ 
ted States who proposes to make w ar 
upon any Republican administration that 
does not conceol to him the right to de­ 
cide 
who 
shall 
fill 
all 
the 
important Federal offices in the State of 
New York. In other words, Mr. Conkling 
assumes that he must be President as far 
as regards the New York appointments, 
and the President who shall dare to differ 
with him on that question shall receive 
his hatred and his opposition. 
The time has come when Mr. Conkling 
considers himself a bigger man than any 
President. 
He insists that he shall lie 
absolutely a “ boss " over all the Federal 
appointments in the State of New York, 
aud he will give no President the right to 
act contrary to his overbearing (betat ion. 
It was hoped when Garfield was sworn 
in that lie would so 
distribute the 
Federal patronage at his disposal among 
the different factions, that there would 
be a spirit of harmony between * them, 
and that the administration would re­ 
ceive the cordial support of every Re­ 
publican leader. So far as the distribu­ 
tion of patronage goes, he has kindly re­ 
membered all the factions, and to any 
fair-minded man it would seem that 
P ru d en t Garfield, on tho whole, has 
lieen exceedingly righteous iu his ap­ 
pointments. But Mr. Conkling is proud, 
ambitious, and dictatorial, and the least 
infraction of the law as laid down by the 
imperious Senator from New' York, can 
not be looked 
upon 
with the least, 
degree of allowance. President Garfield 
did appoint several Conkling nieti to im­ 
portant positions. He put three of them 
in his cabinet, sent two of them to for­ 
eign missions, and made one postmaster 
of New York. But even this did not 
satisfy the greed and ambition of Mr. 
Conkling.

President appointed 
Judge Robertson, now a Senator in the 
Legislature of New York, to Hie collect­ 
orship of the port of New' York. As for 
ability, personal integrity, and manly ac­ 
complishments, Judge Robertson stands 
among the first of Republican leaders of 
the Empire State. He is so true a man 
that 
when 
his

New 
York 
regardless

party, 
joined in expressing thanks to the Presi­ 
dent of the United States for making the 
appointment, aud In Hie Senate, every 
Democrat aud every Republican gave 
that expression of thanks his signature. 
Yet in Hie face of these facts, Mr. 
Conkling demands that the Prudent, 
shall withdraw the nomination of J udge 
Robertson or he xviii work to defeat Ins 
confirmation by the Senate. President 
Garfield so far refuses to lie humiliated 
and controlled by Mr. Conkling, and 
every true Republican who cares more 
for the best interests of the country titan

The 
aith white, or starting, lamps, 
value of these lamps is rarely appreci­ 
ated, or even understood, by travelers. 
Many lives have been saved and many 
have been lost through them alone. The 
number of lives that have been endan­ 
gered by the mishaps of the lamps 
cannot be estimated. The loss of a red 
lamp, a missing wick, a wick that will 
not bura, causes grave alarm In the lo­ 
comotive cab. A break in a train, the 
discovery of a blockade, a sudden stop, 
tadl for the instant use of the red lamp. 
lf no red lamp is at hand a pot of red 
paint or a piece of red flannel is used to 
cover a white one. 
The flannel is 
more in use, for it is easy to cany’ and 
easily used. 
A bit of fat can be substi­ 
tuted for au unwilling wick; it buras as 
well for five minutes. A fast train is 
easily divided by the breaking of a 
coupling-pin. The engineer may not 
be able to run back for the detached 
cars, and they must, therefore, wait for 
the next train. If the weather is misty, 
the absence of a red lamp from the rear 
one of these cars is a terrible menace to 
life. 
Since the Centennial Exhibition in 
Philadelphia better railroad lamps arc 
manufactured, and each train is sup­ 
plied with one, two, three or more, ac­ 
cording to its length. Two red lamps 
are placed on tho platform of the last 
car of the elevated railroad trains from 
dusk until daylight. Ko danger need 
be apprehended in a clear morning or a 
clear night. Upon a foggy night a col­ 
lision might almost be expected to fol­ 
low a break in a train, the red lamps 
being scarcely perceptible and the trains 
running closely—if it were not that 
the distance between the stations is so 
short, and that the extra precaution is 
taken of putting a flag man on the rear 
car. The presence of this flagman is 
Unknown to most passengers. 
His flag 
-^‘nothing more than a yard of bright, 
md flannel—is only seen when it is 
nervously waved in the air as he runs 
along the track toward an approaching 
train. 
And it is a dangerous run in any 
kind of weather. Engineers and brake­ 
men have many tales of lucky escape 
to tell, yet luck is a much smaller 
factor of safety than Is their own re­ 
markable presence of mind. Danger is 
seen by them and averted in an instant 
One moment scores of lives are within 
the ring of death; the next train is 
speeding onward with the only dis­ 
advantage of being sixty seconds be­ 
hind the schedule time. One night 
last summer a Long Island Railroad 
train, approaching Jamaica on its way 
to Hunter's Point, 44 broke,” and four 
cars were left behind. The only lamp 
on the train—a red one—was in charge 
of a brakeman, who, in his excitement, 
let it fall. Only a small bit of red glass 
mmained anon it. A Jamaica train 
was expected momentarily. The pas­ 
sengers apparently did not understand 
the cause of the stop, nor were they 
much interested. Tile conductor re­ 
lighted the lamp and nailed it to a pine 
stick. Holding it aloft with the red

iud Health oil Farms. 
Farmers are wont to think that 
miasm is mostly confined to cities and 
large villages and that country air is 
pure and farm-houses necessarily head h- 
ful; but whoever has carefully inspected 
the premises of the average farmer, 
has found abundant occasion for the 
low fevers which are the scourge of the 
country as well as the city. In tim 
first place, all farmers should look well 
to their cellars. 
In too many of them 
will be found rotten apples, cabbages, 
turnips, onions, etc. 
In some will be 
found old brine, with pieces of decayed 
meat, sending forth an odor, w hen the 
cover of the barrel is taken off, vile 
enough to wrrench the stomach of a pig. 
In others there will be musty" cider-bar 
rels, possibly vinegar-casks, in which 
the vinegar has passed on to the putn 
factive stage, disseminating the spores 
of decay and death, not only- through 
the upper part of the house, but even 
escaping through the cellar windows 
and polluting the out door air. 
Decaying wood generates one of the 
most subtile poisons, because the odor 
is not particularly offensive. 
Rotten 
timber in tile cellars and moldy wood 
or chips in the wood-house fill the air 
with spores, which, breathed by a per 
son in the full vigor of health, may be 
thrown off with impunity; but inhaled 
by_ one whose blood is 
low 
may 
find 
a 
congenial 
seed-bed 
and 
generate disease. 
Under the cider 
and vinegar 
barrels, 
and 
around 
potato bins, 
may often be found 
old timbers and boards that arc full of 
Ary rot, leady to propagate itself wher­ 
ever the rotten particles may find a 
lodgment. In the well, also, rotten 
wood is a subtle poison, more danger­ 
ous than a decomposing toad, os tile 
latter makes his presence known, while 
few tastes are so keen as to detect the 
presence of decaying wood. Probably 
the most prolific source of disease 
around oar farm houses is the cesspool 
into which pass the kitchen and chamber 
slops. In the cities and large villages 
these are carried off in the sewers, but 
seldom does a farm-house havo any sys­ 
tem of sewerage. The slops are too 
often thrown out of the kitchen door 
and left to generate vile odors on the 
surface of the ground. To keep the air 
of the cellar and around the house pure 
and sweet we have never found any­ 
thing more economical, pleasant and 
efficacious than a free sprinkling, as 
occasion may demand, of dry, air-slaked 
lime. Chloride of lime is a greater ab­ 
sorbent of vile odors, bat this is itself 
offensive to most olefactory nerves and 
is also quite expensive. Common lime 
is cheap, and if scattered freely in the 
'cellar and wherever there are impuri­ 
ties, will render the air sweet and 
wholesome, even in the most decom­ 
posing dog-days.—Car. Country Gentle­ 
man.

four hours. Don’t try every prescrip­ 
tion you may hear of. Depend on this. 
It will, if applied iii time, abort the dis­ 
case; if adopted later, it will bring it to 
a small 44 head” (if too far advanced to 
be 44 scattered” ), when it may7 be 
picked almost painlessly7. 
Fodder corn is corn grown only for 
feeding, and not for grain. It is planted 
in drills, with the seed dropped close 
together, two or three inches apart. 
With drills three feet apart and plants 
three inches apart, there will bo 58,000 
plants per acre. If each stalk w eighs 
two pounds, the crop wTill weigh fifty- 
eight tons green and fourteen tons 
cured. This is a very7 possible crop on 
good soil, as tho stalks will grow nine 
to twelve feet high planted in this way. 
The crop cut wrheu in tassel may be 
cured as other corn is and left in the 
field, put up in shocks of eight to ten 
stocks, and tied closely at the top to 
keep out the rain, until it is required 
for use. By the new7 practice of ensi­ 
lage, the crop can bo cured green and 
used for winter feeding in a moist con­ 
dition. 
R a is in g D u c k s.—Ducks are as easily 
kepi and as profitably raised for market 
as fowis, when there is a good run for 
them. The eggs arc best hatched by 
hens, as then the ducks continue to lay 
until eighty or more eggs are produced 
by each. Tile young ducks need no 
brooding. 
If a dry and warm nest is 
made in a box7, they may be taken from 
tile hen when a 'week old. 
A pen 
made of four boards, twelve indies 
wide, set upon the grass or sand, will 
confine them until they are fully feath­ 
ered, when they may have the run of a 
brook and a marsh or a meadow. The 
food .should be at first bread-crumbs 
and corn-meal given in a shallow pan of 
water, and some fine gravel should be 
supplied. 
By liberal feeding with oat­ 
meal and corn-meal mush they may be 
fattened for market at three or four, 
months, ami will w7eigh six pounds. 
The Rotten is the best variety7; the Pe­ 
kin is a monstrous eater and not very7 
profitable; tho 
Aylesbury7, a white 
duck, is an excellent variety.

It is recorded upon high authority 
that “seed time and harvest shall never 
fail,” but experience teaches us that all 
seed times are not as propitious as w7e 
could desire, nor all harvests sufficient- 
abundant to supply our wrants; and 
prudence invites us to lay7 up of our 
abundance producer! in seasons of plen­ 
ty against our needs in seasons of 
scarcity. In ancient histories w7e read 
of terrible famines caused by seasons 
of short crops; of whole nations brought 
to the verge of starvation for the want 
of bread, and w7crc it not for our rail­ 
roads and the present excellent means 
for transportation and communication, 
we see no reason why such calamities 
would not visit the present generations, 
for the seasons are undoubtedly as va­ 
riable, and the harvests as uncertain 
now, as a hundred or a thousand years 
ago. 
But now, if a bari season brings 
short crops In one part of the world, 
the fact is immediately communicated 
to other parts, and the hungry7 people 
are fed from tile abundance of more 
favored sections. With the world at 
peace, and modem methods of com­ 
munication uninterrupted, there is little 
need that any shpuld suffer on account 
of short crops upon limited territories, 
for when one portion of the earth is 
being parched by drought, other por­ 
tions are blessed with abundant rains, 
sufficient for all the needs of vegetation.. 
But are we not getting a little too 
much dependent upon these modern 
means of transportation for supplying 
our needs in unfavorable seasons. 
If 
the corn crop or the hay7 crop of a coun­ 
ty or a State is greatly diminished by 
dry weather, the world at large will not 
sympathize very much. 
Possibly tho 
farmers and merchants of adjoining 
counties or States may feel a secret sat­ 
isfaction in the misfortunes of their 
neighbors, just as we Americans, not 
long since, were congratulating our­ 
selves upon our good luck in finding a 
war market for our products in Europe. 
But as intelligent people, profiting by 
the experience of the past, should we 
allow ourselves to depend from year to 
y7ear so entirely upon favorable seasons 
at home, or upon easy methods of com­ 
munication with our neighbors, for our 
needed supplies of food for ourselves 
and our animals? If that man is poor 
who earns each day, or each year, tho 
food and necessaries of life consumed in 
these periods, having no surplus laid by 
for 44 rainy days,” tncn that State or 
that Nation is poor which depends whol­ 
ly upon each year's products for sup-

— Over-Reach.— No horse that is, in 
the phrase of horsemen, •• pigeon-toed ” 
arid si “ quarter-grabber” can possibly 
be of an}' value to his owner. 
Two 
more objectionable faults cannot be 
found in a horse for either speed on the 
track or for road driving. 
No modaBf 
shoeing can as a rule remove these 
faults. 
However, if you desire to try 
to remove them, the following process 
in shoeing will be found as well adapted 
for the purpose as any I know of. Pare 
his forward feet level in every part; 
adjust the shoes in a manner that will 
equalize the proportion of his weight 
evenly upon them, leaving the inside 
quarter of either shoe a little thicker 
than the outside quarters. 
Do not let 
the shoe project the slightest outside of 
the walls of the hoofs, 
lf the latter are 
strong, a pound and a half shoe on each 
foot will have the tendency to make 
him alter his manner in handling them. 
Try this. 
If it should prove successful 
you can gradually increase the weight 
of the forward shoes until his move­ 
ments in this part of his body become 
satisfactory. 
Let his hind shoes back 
half to three-quarters of an inch from 
the end of his toes and put the weights 
on him behind. 
By this means you 
may possibly cause him to travel wider 
behind, and thus pass his forward feet 
outside a sufficient distance as to stop 
him from striking his forward quarters 
and pulling off the shoes.— N. Y. World.

— Fine seed, such as grass, needs but 
little covering; a quarter of an inch is 
enough and less will do. 
— White mosquito netting sowed to­ 
gether, three thicknesses, makes a bet­ 
ter dishcloth than 
almost anything 
else. 
— Rice Chicken Pie.— Cover the bot­ 
tom of a puildin£-dish with slices of 
broiled ham; cut up a broiled chicken 
and nearly fill the dish; pour iii gravy 
or melted butter to fill the dish; add 
chopped onions if you like, or a little 
curry powder, which is better; then add 
boiled rice to fill all the interstices and 
to cover the top thick, and bake for 
half or three-quarters of an hour. 
— Care of Umbrellas.— Most persons, 
when they come in from the rain, put 
their umbrellas in the rack with the 
handle upward. 
They should put it 
downward, because when the handle is 
upward the water runs down inside to 
the place w'here the ribs are joined to 
the handle, and cannot get out, 
but 
stays, rotting the cloth and rusting the 
metal until slowiy dried away. 
The 
wire securing the ribs soon rusts and 
breaks. 
If placed the other end up the 
water readily runs off, and the umbrella 
dries almost immediately. 
— Seeing an inquiry recently answer­ 
ed in the World concerning the clean­ 
ing of old cidcr-barrels tempts me to 
ten how I clean old pork barrels when 
these are wanted to again pack meat 
down in. 
It is simple enough. 
Fill the 
tainted barrel with fresh earth, let it 
stand a couple of days, then empty and 
refill with fresh earth. 
After this has 
stood tw*o or three days, empty out, 
turn the barrel bottom*side up and burn 
some brimstone under it; finally rinse 
out with clean water.— N. Y. World. 
— Kromeskys of Partridge.— Pick out 
all the meat from the carcasses of one or 
two roasted birds, pound it in a mortar 
with a little butter, pass it through a 
hair sieve, put it into a saucepan with a 
little more butter, pepper, salt and 
powdered spice to taste, give it a turn 
on the fire, then stir in off the fire the 
yelk of one egg and a little lemon 
juice. 
Spread out the mixture to get 
cold, divide it into small portions, roll 
each into a thin slice of parboiled 
bacon, dip in balter, and fly*. 
— Potted Ham. — Mince cold boiled 
ham, mixing lean and fat together; 
pound in a mortar, seasoning at the 
same time with a little cayenne popper, 
pounded mace and mustard. 
Put/ into 
a dish and place iu tho oven half an 
hour; afterward pack it down in little 
stone jars which cover witli a layer of 
clarified butter (lukewarm) and paste a 
paper over them. 
This potted nam is 
especially nice for sandwiches. 
The 
layer of butter on top can, of course, 
be used for making meat pies or somo 
similar purpose. 
— Among the most satisfactory and 
easily cultivated of house plants are 
zouale geraniums. 
Some of the new* 
dwarf varieties are especially adapted 
to window* culture, being compact and 
small in growth and free bloomers; 
some of the semi-doubles also blossom 
well, but the double geraniums are 
more suitable for otit-doors and green­ 
house culture. 
The foliage varieties 
are beautiful, and do well in a window 
which has only a little sunlight. 
They 
should have a rich culture, and never 
be allow*ed to bloom. 
Geraniums, to 
llower well, uiust have plenty of sun­ 
shine; it is also of the first irnjwrtanee 
to select such as are free bloomers. 
— A 
Hash that 
will Satisfy.—Cut 
some beef in nice little slices from the 
hone, removing all the hard parts and 
skin; put the gravy in a saucepan w*ith 
a pint of water, three ta b le sp o o n fu ls 
of catsup, a desert-spoonful of minced 
savory herbs, an onion chopped fine, 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a third of 
cayenne. 
Let these stew together for 
fifteen minutes. 
Take out a cupful of 
Hour; stir it well into the stewpan again 
and slew for ten minutes longer. Strain 
it through a sieve, return it to the pan, 
place the slices of beef in it and keep 
tile saucepan on the side of the range 
until the meat is heated through— not 
to boil, or it will become hard. 
A few 
minutes before serving add half a wine­ 
glass of tarragon vinegar. 
Arrange 
some toasted sippets round a very hot 
dish and serve the hash immediately 
after it is cooked. 
— Apple butter that will keep may be 
made as follows: Reduce a kettle of 
sweet cider about one-hali by boiling it 
down. 
Pare, core and quarter good 
sound apples while the cider is boiling. 
Add as many apples as the boiled cider 
will take, and cook until tho fruit is 
thoroughly mashed and of a uniform 
color. 
Let the boiling go 011 briskly, 
and the stirring roust be without cessa­ 
tion to prevent -the mass becoming at­ 
tached to the bottom and sides of tho 
kettle and then burning. 
When nearly 
done flavor with spices to suit the taste, 
Apple butter is not done so long as the 
cider rises to the surface. 
When thor­ 
oughly cooked it should be; thick and 
J smooth as hasty pudding.” 


Temperature of the Bedrooms. 
Many persons have an idea that a 
Blee ping-room must be cold in order to 
be healthy, and the colder the better. 
This is an entirely erroneous notion. 
Cold air is not necessarily pure air. • It 
may be cold enough to chill the very 
marrow of one's bones and yet full of 
noxious gases. 
To sleep in such a room 
is exceedingly unwholesome, for the 
cold, dead air may be saturated with 
accumulated poisons, which will be 
drawn into the lungs and incorporated 
in the system. 
It would be far safer to 
sleep directly in the open air, or even 
in a draft, if well wrapped up, than in 
such an atmosphere. 
But if the cold air is not confined and 
vitiated, it is still not a good plan to 
sleep in a cold room. 
In deep slumber 
the vital forces are less able than in 
waking hours to resist unfavorable sur­ 
rounding conditions, and the uncon 
scious sleeper may be exposed, in his 
helplessness, to a trial of his powers of 
endurance which would severely tax 
his strength when at his best. 
Tho 
clothing may be insufficient iu case of 
a sudden fall of temperature, or it may 
be partly thrown oft and the body be­ 
come chilled before the sleeper is aware 
of it. 
There can he no doubt, we think, 
that in these and similar ways many 
constitutions not over-strong, and even 
those which are naturally robust, are 
seriously impaired, and the way opened 
for that terrible malady, consumption, 
to begin its deadly wort. 
But even worse than a cold sleeping- 
room is a room that is warm in the 
early part of the night, and gradually 
becomes colder as the night advances. 
It is always, says a recent writer, a mat­ 
ter of great moment to maintain an 
equable temperature in the bedroom. 
Great changes of temperature, dauger 
ous to the most vigorous persons, arc 
especially perilous to tho aged and fee­ 
ble, and to children. 
It has been noted 
that when the great waves of winter 
cold come on, old people begin to drop 
off with startling rapidity. 
It is like an 
epidemic of old age*. 
\N ith more pro­ 
priety it may be described as a mor­ 
tality induced by sudden changes in the 
temperature of the sleeping-room. The 
sleep that should have been one of rest 
and refreshment becomes a sleep of 
death. 
The fatal process by which it 
becomes so is set forth by the writer 
referred to: 
“ The room in which the enfeebled 
person has been sitting before going to 
bcd has lH*en warmed probably up to 
summer heat; a light meal has been 
taken before retiring to rest, aud then 
the bedroom is entered. 
The bedroom 
perchance has no fire in R, or if a fire 
ne lighted, provision is not made to 
keep it alight for more than an hour or 
two. 
The result is that in tho early 
part of the morning, from three to four 
o’clock, when the temperature of the 
air in all parts is lowest, the glow from 
the fire or stove which should warm the 
room has ceased, and the room is cold 
to an extreme degree. 
In country 
houses the water will often be found 
frozen in the h&nd-basins or ewers un­ 
der these conditions. 
Meanwhile tho 
sleeper lies unconscious of the great 
change which is taking place in the air 
around him. 
Slowly and surely there 
is a decline of temperature to the ex­ 
tent, it may be, of forty degrees on tho 
Fahrenheit scale; aud though he may 
be fairly covered with bedclothes, he is 
receiving into his lungs this cold air, by 
which the circulation through the lungs 
is materially modified. 
The condition 
of the body itself is at this very time 
unfavorable for meeting any emergency. 
In the period between midnight and six 
in 
the 
morning 
the 
animal 
vital 
processes are at their lowest ebb.” 
The proper temperature to be main­ 
tained in a slccping-room is between 
sixty and sixty-five degrees Fahrenheit, 
For uersons in very feeble health it mav 
be necessary to raise it to a somewhat 
higher point; but in ordinary cases 
there should be as little variation as 
possible from the limits named. 
In order that this even temperature 
may be secured, it is extremely desira­ 
ble that some method of ventilation 
should be employed which does not re­ 
quire the windows to lie left open. 
Many persons cannot sleep in an un­ 
ventilated room and as a choice of evils, 
much prefer the pure “ night a ir” in­ 
troduced through open windows to that 
which has been charged with bodily ex­ 
halations 
in 
a 
closed apartment. 
“ Night air,” as Florence Nightingale 
puts it, “ is Uie only air we have at 
night;” and it is better to have it pure 
than impure. 
If windows must be de­ 
pended on for ventilation in cold weath­ 
er it is advisable and necessary to open 
them only a very little way— just a 
crack at tho top and bottom—so as to 
make the change of air gradual. 
A 
better way still is to place a board, 
three inches wide and as long as the 
width of tho window, under the lower 
sash. 
This leaves an opening between 
the sashes, which is said to impart a 
rolling motion to the air in the room, 
effecting a change of air without mate­ 
rially lowering the temperature. 
But 
it is always best to provide for indirect 
ventilation, in such a way that while 
there shall be a constant exchange of 
pure for impure air, the danger of drafts 
and chill shall bo reduced to the min­ 
imum. 
There is room for great improvement 
in these simple but far too little thought 
of precautions for the preservation of 
health and against the peril of sudden 
death. 
As the cold weather approach­ 
es, would it not be worth while to 
“ think on these things,” and see if the 
sleeping apartments in our homes, in 
which so large a share of our lives is 
passed, cannot be made more healthful 
aud safe for ourselves aud our loved 
ones?—Examiner and Chronicle.

Mr. Carter 
is a pioneer to the State; was a memlier 
of tile convention that framed the con­ 
stitution, aud has represented his district 
in the Assembly. He is au upright, en­ 
ergetic man, aud a stalwart Republican.

—Those who don’t stir outside of the 
maiu .streets of the city have little idea 
of the condition of some of the roads. 
Along the road leading west of Burr 
Bobbin's farm to tho Monterey bridge, 
along Mineral Point avenue, and the Mil­ 
waukee road, Street Commissioner Croft 
lias been trying to clear out the snow, 
but after shoveling away tile snow on top 
there appears in many places two feet or 
more 
of

and no chance to drain it off, and it can­ 
not be handled with a shovel. It makes 
travel anything but easy. and there seems 
no present help for this bad condition of 
the highways. 


A Variety af Views Expressed at the 
('Itiaras’ Meeting Last Evening. 
Last evening a meeting was held lh 
Gannon’s hall, to discuss temperance, in 
response to a call signed by one or two 
hundred of our citizens. 
There were 
about seventy-five ladies and gentlemen 
present, but among them were seen few 
of those whose autographs were affixed 
to the call. 
The meeting was called to order by N. 
Dearborn, and Hon. James Sutherland 
was chosen chairman. He made a brief 
address in which he pictured tile evils of 
intemperance, and gave a brief history of 
the attempts made in this State to se­ 
cure prohibition. 
He did not know 
as it was advisable to attempt electing a 
prohibition ticket in tliis city at present, 
but thought something should be done 
to prevent things running as loosely as 
they had been running for six or eight 
years past. There were some good men 
in office, but still the saloon influence 
was too great in making nominations. 
The saloons and gambling places were 
so plenty here now that they were hurt­ 
ing the grain market and driving away 
farmers’ trade.. Thanking the meeting 
for the honor conferred in choosing him 
chairman, he suggested that a secretary 
be chosen, anil on motion Wm. Street 
was elected. 
Mr. J. A. Cunningham thou spoke. He 
I iel ie veal in making total abstinence the 
final aim. He deemed the present cou- 
ditiou of things too free, and there was uot 
restriction enough oil saloons. He read 
from a Boston paper showing the details 
of the plan lieiug pursued iii Brockton, 
Mass., and advocated by Mr. Hastings, of 
this city, it being the idea of the city 
running “a dispensary” for selling liquors, 
and shutting up all other places. Iii sev­ 
en months Brockton made $4,000 out of 
its city saloon, and diminished drunken­ 
ness. 
On motion of Mr. Street a commit­ 
tee on resolutions was appointed, con­ 
sisting of Messrs. Street, Wright, and 
J. S. Bliss. 
Rev. T. P. Sawin spoke next. He 
didn’t believe the temperance question 
could be settled in a day or a year. 
Ile 
lielievetl in punishing the drunkard so 
severely as to serve as a preventive to 
his getting drunk any more, lie be­ 
lieved in also restricting the sale as 
far and as fast as possible, and es|>eci- 
ally prevent the sale to minors or drunk­ 
ards. 
The Committee oil Resolutions report­ 
ed in favor of a series which had lieen 
prepared before and placed iii their 
hands. 
These resolutions were of the 
usual nature, denouncing the evil, and 
expressing sympathy with all reform 
measures and organizations, and pledg­ 
ing themselves to work for the total ex­ 
tirpation of tho liquor traffic, “by moral 
suasion, voluntary associations, aud by 
uniting i>olitically to secure the election 
of such persons only as will exercise the 
greatest restraint over the gale and use of 
intoxicating liquors.” 
Dr. J. B. Whiting was called out and 
made an earnest talk in liehalf of “the 
boys,” and urging that all 
possible 
temptations be kept from them. 
He 
thought thero hail l»oeu too much 
weakness shown and inconsistency by 
passing such resolutions, and then going 
away and paying no attention to them, 
promising to vote for temperance men, 
aud then going to the polls and voting in 
accordance with personal interests. 
J. T. Wright did uot believe in draw­ 
ing party lines in local elections. Call 
out good men, irrespective of party, as 
they have been doing iii Qrecn Bay. 
Rev. G. W. Lawrence was in favor of 
“dynamiting” the liquor traffic. He could 
not and never would vote for any man 
who would grant license. 
At this stage of proceedings u collec­ 
tion was taken to pay the excuses of the 
meeting. 
Nathan Dearborn declared himself as 
standing on the same platform as Mr. 
Lawrence. He believed license was noth­ 
ing but legalizing a crime. 
Tile chairman, Mr. Sutherland, thought 
it was uo use to jump at tho moon, with 
no hojie of reaching it- If any restraint 
could be thrown around the traffic, work 
for that, and then for more restraint, and 
thus on, and on, continually lessening the 
evil. 
Mr. De Groat was loud aud earnest 
against everything but immediate pro­ 
hibition. 
Mr. Street believed in standing by a 
no-license ticket, if thoro were enough to 
make a ticket. 
It. J. Richardson denounced politics 
as more demoralizing than intemperance. 
He would work for a temperance ticket 
if the temperance men would earnestly 
and honestly sustain it,but they wouldn’t. 
After some farther discussion the res­ 
olutions which had been considered sep­ 
arately, were adopted as a whole, and ad­ 
journment was taken for one week.
